$1,500,000,000 annually were 
granted by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission today. 


The rate increases ^granted 


were: twenty per cent increase 
in all passenger rates; forty 
per cent increase in freight 
rates 
to eastern 
carriers; 


twenty five per cent increase 
to the southern group of car- 
riers; thirty five per cent in- 
crease to western group of 
freight carriers; twenty five 
per cent increase to mountain 
Pacific group and twenty per 
cent increase for excess bag- 
gage charges. 


Fifty per cent surcharge was 


placed on pullman passengers 
and parlor and sleeper rates, 
the increase going to the rail- 
roads rather than to the Pull- 
man Company. 


A twenty per cent increase 


was placed on rates for carry- 
ing milk and cream carried on 
passenger trains. 


The 
increased 
rates 
are 


granted in 
accordance with 


provisions of the ' Cummins- 
Each bill providing that the 
railroads shall be granted rates 
sufficient to insure an income of 
six per cent on the investment.
